To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Orrell  Urban  District 

Council. 


Gentlemen, 


1  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Thirty-fourth  Annual 
Report  of  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Urban  District 
of  Orrell  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1942.  Population  (Census 
1931)  6,949  ;  estimated  population  1942,  8,444. 

Births.— There  were  146  live  births  (same  number  as  1941), 
71  males  and  75  females,  rate  17-2  per  1,000.  Seven  of  these  were 
illegitimate;  1941,  6.  The  mean  average  birth-rate  for  the  past  ten 
years  was  15*71.  There  were  2  still  births,  1941,  5.  The  births 
exceeded  the  deaths  by  44,  1941,  60.  The  mean  average  number  of 
births  over  deaths  for  the  past  ten  years  was  33. 


Deaths. — The  number  ’of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes 
belonging  to  the  district  was  102,  47  males  and  55  females,  1941,  86, 
rate  12*0  per  1,000.  Inquiries  were  made  on  11  deaths  and  inquests 
held  on  six  of  these  with  a  verdict  of  suicide  in  four  cases.  Twenty- 
eight  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  institutions.  The  deaths  were  dis¬ 
tributed  53  in  the  East  Ward  and  49  in  the  West  Ward.  The  mean 
average  death-rate  for  the  past  ten  years  was  11*81. 


Infantile  Mortality. — -The  number  of  infant  deaths  was  the 
same  as  1941,  12,  5  males  and  7  females,  occurring  8  in  the  East  Ward, 
and  4  in  the  West  Ward  ;  rate  per  1,000  live  births  82,  1941,  81.  The 
average  for  the  past  ten  years  was  64,  and  the  percentage  to  the  total 
deaths  11*7,  1941,  13*9.  Seven  of  the  children  lived  1  week  and  under, 
and  4  of  these  12  hours  and  under.  Two  were  1st  born  ;  4,  2nd  born  ; 
3,  3rd  born  ;  and  1  each  5th,  6th  and  8th  born.  The  causes  of  death 
were  :  3  Premature  Birth,  4  Congenital  Defects,  2  Bronchitis,  1 

Broncho  Pneumonia,  1  Intussusception,  and  1  Whooping  Cough. 
In  eight  cases  the  parents  were  sole  occupants  of  the  home,  and  in 
one  the  parents  were  lodgers.  Five  of  the  deaths  occurred  in 
institutions.

Public  Health  and  Tuberculosis  Regulations,  1912. 


Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — There  were  8  new  cases  reported,  6 
males  and  2  females,  1941,  9.  They  occurred  6  in  the  East  Ward 
and  2  in  the  West  Ward.  In  one  of  these  cases  the  diagnosis  was 
not  confirmed.  Three  of  these  cases  were  returns  from  the  Services. 
Institutional  treatment  was  provided  for  8  cases.  Their  ages  ranged 
from  11  to  55  years.  Two  deaths  were  registered,  rate  0-23  per  1,000, 
1941,  0-35.  The  number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the 
year  was  24,  14  males  and  10  females,  giving  a  case  incidence  of  2*84 
per  1,000,  1941,  2-2. 


N on- Pulmonary  Tuberculosis :  Six  new  cases  were  reported, 
1941,  13,  2  males  and  4  females,  occurring  5  in  the  East  Ward,  and 
1  in  the  West  Ward.  Their  ages  ranged  from  5  to  34  years.  The 
number  of  cases  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  34,  19  males 
and  15  females,  case  incidence  4-02  per  1,000,  1941,  4-2.  The  case 
incidence  for  all  cases  of  Tuberculosis  was  6-86  per  1,000,  1941,  6*44. 

Respiratory  Diseases  apart  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
accounted  for  14  deaths,  1941,  6.  Bronchitis  9,  Pneumonia  4,  other 
Respiratory  Diseases  1,  rate  1*65  per  1,000,  1941,  0*702  ;  percentage 
to  total  deaths  13*7,  1941,  6*9.  The  notifications  from  Pneumonia 
numbered  6,  5  males  and  1  female,  occurring  5  in  the  East  Ward, 
and  1  in  the  West  Ward.  Their  ages  ranged  from  6  months  to  69 
years.  Incidence  of  Pneumonia  was  0*71  per  1,000,  England  and 
Wales  1*07.

Scarlet  Fever  :  Fifteen  cases  were  notified,  occurring  6  in  the 
Fast  Ward,  and  9  in  the  West  Ward.  Twelve  of  the  cases  were  among 
children  of  school-going  age.  Case  incidence  1-77  per  1,000,  1941. 
0*702  ;  England  and  Wales,  2*19. 


Erysipelas  :  Two  cases  occurred  in  the  West  Ward  ; 
0*23  per  1,000,  1941,  0*23  ;  England  and  Wales,  0*32.

Whooping  Cough  :  During  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  Whooping 
Cough  was  prevalent,  when  9  cases  were  notified,  in  all  19  noti¬ 
fications  were  received.  They  occurred,  14  in  the  East  Ward,  and  5 
in  the  West  Ward.  Their  ages  were  5  years  and  under.  In  one  house¬ 
hold  3  inmates  were  affected,  while  in*  3  other  households,  2  members 
in  each  contracted  the  trouble,  case  incidence  2*25  per  1 ,000  ;  England 
and  Wales,  1*73.  There  was  1  death  registered,  rate  0*118  per  1,000. 

♦ 

Measles :  Twenty-eight  cases  of  Measles  were  notified.  They 
occurred,  12  in  the  East  Ward,  and  16  in  the  West  Ward.  More  than 
half  were  of  children  of  school-going  age.  In  2  households  2  members 
in  each  were  affected.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  in  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year,  when  18  notifications  were  received  (9  in  January), 
case  incidence  3*31  per  1,000;  England  and  Wales,  7*46. 
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Puerperal  Pyrexia  :  One  case  was  notified,  occurring  in  the  East 
Ward,  case  incidence  0*118  per  1,000  ;  England  and  Wales  (Puerperal 
Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia)  12*61. 

Diphtheria :  Nine  notifications  were  received,  1941,  4.  They 
occurred,  2  in  the  East  Ward,  and  7  in  the  West  Ward,  2  males  and 
7  females.  Six  of  the  cases  were  of  people  16  years  and  upwards, 
and  1  of  school-going  age  ;  case  incidence  1*06  per  1,000  ;  England 
and  Wales,  1*05.  There  was  one  death,  rate  0*11  per  1,000  ;  England 
and  Wales,  0*05.  Reports  on  13  throat  swabs  were  received.  Im¬ 
munisation  against  Diphtheria  was  started  in  the  Schools  in  the 
month  of  July.  By  the  end  of  the  year  23  per  cent,  of  children  under 
5  years,  and  41  per  cent,  of  children  5  to  15  years  had  completed  the 
course.

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Tlie  steep  rise  in  the  number  of  notifications  in  1936  was  probably 
due  to  the  increased  number  of  families  becoming  resident  in  Orrell 
from  outside  areas,  occupying  new  property  erected  chiefly  in  the 
East  Ward.  New  houses  erected  :  1936,  205  ;  1937,  289  ;  1938,  89. 

From  1900  to  1942  a  mean  of  7  notifications  per  annum  were 
received . 

In  this  period  21  per  cent,  of  the  cases  were  under  5  years  of  age.

From  1908  to  1921  in  only  one  year  did  the  notifications  received 
reach  6. 

Cancer  and  Malignant  Diseases. — The  deaths  were  equally 
distributed  in  both  the  sexes,  and  in  the  Wards  ;  12  deaths,  rate  1-42 
per  1,000,  1941,  1-28  ;  percentage  to  total  deaths  11*76,  1941,  12-79. 
The  mean  rates  for  the  past  ten  years  were  1-32  and  11-25  respectively. 
Six  of  the  deaths  were  of  people  over  65  years  of  age,  one  living  to 
83  years.  Parts  affected  :  Stomach  2,  other  sites  10. 

Hospital  Accommodation.— The  district  was  well  served  by 
Hospitals  situated  outside  the  area.  Acute  urgent  cases  and  accidents 
received  prompt  attention.  The  ambulance  service  was  satisfactory. 

42  per  cent,  of  the  Maternity  cases  occurred  in  Institutions.

Water  Supply. — The  source  of  supply  is  from  a  reservoir  situated 
at  Bispham  under  contract  with  the  County  Borough  of  Wigan.  It 
was  continuous,  and  of  good  quality.  New  mains  were  laid  in  prepara¬ 
tion  for  a  new  supply,  which  we  hope  will  satisfy  the  demands  of  the 
district. 


Poll  ution  of  Rivers  and  Streams. — No  action  was  taken 
during  the  year. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  district  is  sewered  to  one  outlet, 
by  gravitation,  and  treated  outside  the  area. 


Closet  Accommodation. — With  the  exception  of  certain  houses 
considered  for  demolition,  the  water  carriage  system  pertains.  There 
were  43  privy  middens  serving  those  houses  with  69  closets.  There 
were  2,609  fresh  water  closets  in  the  district. 


Public  Cleansing. — Reorganisation  of  the  Refuse  Collection 
System  was  carried  out,  entailing  a  regular  bi-weekly  collection  of 
refuse  and  salvage,  resulting  in  an  increased  quantity  of  salvage. 
This  work  was  done  by  day,  and  by  motor.  The  collection  of  kitchen 
waste  was  commenced  in  one  half  of  the  district. 
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Sanitary  Inspections  (including  Housing). — The  number  of 
premises  visited  was  350,  resulting  in  the  discovery  of  140  defects 
or  nuisances  of  which  137  were  abated.  There  were  131  informal 
notices  served.  No  statutory  notices  were  required. 

Schools. — The  sanitary  conditions  were  satisfactory.  A  few 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurred  in  one  School  in  August.  There  was 
no  epidemic  and  there  was  no  closure  for  infectious  disease. 

Shops  Acts,  1934. — The  regulations  were  carried  out  satisfactorily  : 
no  action  taken. 


Camping  Sites. — There  were  no  camping  sites  in  the  area. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. — Three  houses  in  a  row  were  treated. 
The  rooms  were  fumigated  with  sulphur  candles,  and  cescones  after 
spraying  with  vermicine. 

Offensive  Trades. — There  were  no  offensive  trades  in  the 
district  and  no  premises  which  came  under  the  Rag  Flock  Acts,  1911 
and  1928. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Acts. — There  were  no  big  factories 
in  the  district.  On  the  register  there  were  32  workshops,  5  of  which 
were  fitted  with  mechanical  power.  They  were  inspected  periodically, 
and  the  regulations  were  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

Housing  Statistics. — There  were  no  new  houses  erected,  and 
the  number  of  inhabited  houses  remained  the  same  as  in  1941.  The 
density  of  the  population  per  acre  was  5-2  persons,  and  the  distribution 
of  the  population  per  house  remained  the  same,  3-2  persons  per  house. 
Technical  overcrowding  occurred  in  isolated  cases  due  to  the  inability 
of  newly-married  couples  to  acquire  houses,  and  by  reason  of  the 
growth  in  the  family.  The  chief  defects  found  were  defective  roofs, 
rain  water  pipes,  W.C.  fittings,  and  blocked  drains. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  Regulations. — The  number  of  cows 
in  the  district  was  170,  housed  in  30  shippons,  the  majority  of  which 
were  stone-built,  situated  as  outbuildings  in  the  farm  yards.  There 
were  17  dairy  farms  and  29  diarymen  or  milk  purveyors  (other  than 
cowkeepers)  all  registered.  These  shippons  were  visited  periodically 
throughout  the  year,  118  inspections.  General  routine  tidiness  was 
observed,  in  and  around  the  buildings,  but  lime-washing  was  delayed 
in  some  instances.  A  slight  improvement  in  the  toilet  of  the  cattle 
was  observed,  although  many  of  the  cowkeepers  were  short  handed. 
Minor  structural  improvements  were  carried  out  in  one  shippon. 
Samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for  examination.  It  was  reported

that  Tubercle  Bacilli  were  found  in  one  sample.  As  a  result  of  inquiry 
by  the  Divisional  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  subsequent 
samples  proved  negative. 

Meat  Inspection  Acts. — The  following  quantities  of  food  were 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  ;  42  lbs.  corned  beef. 
12  lbs.  corned  pork,  12  lbs.  chopped  ham,  and  4  lbs.  bacon.
